The Chief of 
this State has estimated the outturn of the paddy crop at 10 annas on the average. 
outturn of the rubbee crops, such as moong, biri, arhar, and kulthi, was good, and there was

The rainfall during the year was very scanty, being 36°62 inches against 57°59 of the 
‘ —_ preceding year. Want of timely showers in seven out of 
the ten pergunnahs comprised in the estate retarded agricul- 
tural operations, and the rice crop sitieed’ severely in many places. The outturn of the 
,beali or early rice crop was only two anuas, and that of the saradh or late ries crop was not 
more than six or eight annas on the average. The rubbee as well as the oilseed crops of the 
year were similarly affected, and the outturn of these crops did not exceed four annas on the 
average. Applications for remissions of rent have been made, and are now under considera- 


tion. 

In the neighbouring State of Athmalik the rainfall was also insufficient’ There was 
no rain in the months of April, May, October, February, avd March. ‘lhe rainfall in June 
was insufficient for commencing agricultural operations. Copious rain fell duringsthe month 
of July, and agricultural operations were pushed on with vigour; but owing to insufficient 


rain during the months of August, September, October, and November the crops yielded

ing and transplanting operations. The result was that there was ouly an 8 anna crop against 
a full outturn in the preceding year. : : 

The Gurjat States are hilly and undulating, and artificial means of irrigation are easily 
and cheaply provided by damming rivers and rivulets, and reserving the water that comes 
down from the hills and high lands. In most of the prosperous States numerous reservoirs 
have been formed, and others are being daily added—some at the cost of the Chiefs and 
some at the cost of capitalists; but in Khondmals, where the residents are chiefly aborigines, 
and have not been in the habit of living by regular cultivation, no such reservoirs exist 
and none have been formed by the Government since it has taken charge of the Mehal 
Such reservoirs are needed not only for the crons, but for the supply of good drinking water, 
the want of which is everywhere felt, and is probably one of the causes of the unhealthiness 
of the place. I intend henceforth, with the sanction of Government, to devote a ion of 
the Khondmal Road Fund tothe formation of such reservoirs, and will shortly submit 
separate proposals regarding the same. 

8. Public Health, Vaccinalion, and Charitable Dispensaries.—Public health 
appears to have been fairly good. In Dhenkanal, Baramba, Narsingpur and 
Runpur, however, there were a good many cases of cholera. In Dhenkanal 
medicines were distributed to people in the affected tracts, but the mass of the 
people declined to use them, believing the disease had been sent by a certain | 
goddess and could not be averted by any earthly power. The Rita 9 
of the people interferes greatly with the popularisation of vaccination. Th 
number perations reported, however, has greatly increased in Dhenkanal, 
Mohurbhunj, Narsingpur and Talcher. In the Khondmais the operations are 
said to have been mostly unsuccessful, and the cause of this should be 
enquired’ into, as there can be little hope of the prejudices of the peopl 
being overcome if their objections to vaccination are strengthened by:

4. Material Condition of the People:—The partial failure of the crops

to import food-grains. One of the chief articles of import is salt. Owing 
to its mode a eduniyadee on pat bullocks its price has always been high, 
but there has been a risein Angul from Rs. 6 per maund in 1886-87 to Rs. 13-8 
in the corresponding month of 1887-88, an almost prohibitory price into the 
cause of which the Superintendent is enquiring. 

6. State of Public Feeling and Police.—In Pal Lahera the ic caused in 
April 1857 by themdacoit gang of Coles under Fonda and u Cole has 
subsided, the dacoits having been dispersed or arrested. The two ringleaders _ 
were lately caught and sentenced to long terms of imprisonment. The ~ | 

excitement caused in Baramba and Narsingpur by the new Forest Regulation bas 
and Stamp Rules is said to have subsided.

Rs. 8,72,890-15-6} in 1887-88. Land revenue has increased from Rs. 1,62,091-1+1 
to Rs, 2,03,696-5-9, mainly owing to enhanced assessments in those 5 
where a fresh settlement has been made. The proceedings are not yet oe 
and a considerable further increase to the revenue under this head is 
The forest revenue for 1487-88 came to Rs. 32,009-7-114. The Pri for 
1883-84 amounted to Rs. 15,908-2.5, and by the falling i in of leases fell in 1885-86 
to Rs. 9,640-9-5.

He 
left his State Rs. 15,000 in debt on loans at a very exorbitant rate of interest. 

A loan was effected from the Dhenkanal State to pay these off, and this has 
_ now been discharged in full. The revenue of the State has increased from 
_-Rs 27,808-2-5 in 1884-85 to Rs. 31,376-4-4. The land revenue demand has 
_zisen from Rs. 24,573 to Rs. 27,165, and opium fees from Rs. 50 to Rs. 1,077.

9. Survey.—In Angul the preliminary survey operations tory to the 
settlement are not yet complete. In Mohurbbunj four penihasaahe hee coasted 
with a net increase of revenue amounting to Rs. 23,337. The settlement 
operations are now proceeding in ten|pergunnahs. In Bamunghati the question 
soins has ‘not yet been decided. In Killah Nilgiri 94 out of 272 villages have 
been measured ; and as they contain the | t portion of cultivated land, half 
the work of measurement is considered to be complete. In Dhenkanal it only 
remains to enquire into the validity and extent of rent-free tenures. In Baramba 
and Narsi the preparation of records was all that remained to be done at 
the close of the year 1887-88. 

10. kegistration—The Chiefs of some of the States have opened registra- 
tion offices on the model of the offices in India. The system is not altogether new 
in the Gurjats, as it has been customary for the people from time immemorial, 
when contemplating some future disposal of property, or the creation of rights by 
adoption, to make presents to the Chief of their State, and to obtain his recog- 
nition of the transaction. It has now for the first time been systematised, 
and in the. States under direct management rules have been laid down 
regarding the rates of fees on com cree agree The system is as 
yet in its infancy, and in the States er Government mi ent 
only 130 documents were registered, on which fees amounting to Rs. 131 
were levied. ‘The ‘Chiefs of Athmali see" a Khandpara, N h, 
Nilgiri and Runpur register documents in their offices, but no rules have 
laid down \as to the fees to be levied. It is stated that 258 documents were 
registered, and fees levied (the figures for Khandpara are not available) amount- 
ing to Ks. 308-6-9. In last year’s report it was stated that such doeuments 
were registered in T'alcher also, but no mention is made of that State this year.

In Mohurbhunj the excise revenue demand rose from Rs. 4,600-1.3 
to Rs, 9,540-9. The largest increase was under still-head duty, which rose from 
Rs, 1,475-14 to Rs. 4,978-14-6. In Dhenkanalthe demand rose from Rs, 4,219-12-1 
to Rs. 5,678, of which all but Ks. 124-3-11 were collected. The demand in 
Baramba rose from Ks. 600 to Rs. 774-5-4, there ves a considerable At 
under the head of madat, ganja, and country liquor, while under the head of opi 
there was a fall of Rs 108-8. One opium shop had to be closed, as it was within 
three miles of the Banki opium shop in the Cuttack district. In Narsi the 
demand rose from Rs. 1,021-2-6 to Ks. 1,253-9, while Rs. 926-2-3 were collected, 
including the outstandings from the previous year, leaving an outstanding balance 
of Rs 711-6-9, far too large a sum considering the smallness of the demand, 
The demand for the States of Runpur, Nilgiri, Khandpara, Daspalla, Hindole, 
Athmalik, and Talcher came to Rs. 5,766-4-0, while there was a balance at tho 
close of the year. of Rs, 2,031-3-2.

13. Roads and Communications —Vhe two. provincial roads from Cuttack 
to Sambalpore form the highways of commerce within the Tributary States. 
They are at present in certain portions impassable —_ pre rains, but could, 
the Superintendent remarks, be metalled or covered with sand and bridged at 
no great expense, 80 as to be ble throughout the year. Mr. M 2 too 
in hand a new line to Angul, and the Cuttack District Board and the Boad _ 
and Dhenkanal States have completed their portions of the road, but the Chief 
of Athgurh has as yet done very little, Mr. Worsley states that all thatremains — 
to be done gf Ape would cost only Rs. 1,500.

14. ucation.—The number of schools was 1,255 with 16,619 pupils, 
ainst 1,023 schools and 15,771 pupils in 1886-57 as stated in last year’s report. 
the figures, however, for last year are not reliable, and it is possible that the 
apparent increase in the number of schools is incorrect. There were six girls’ 
schools against three the year before, and 149 girls attended these against 94 in 
1886-87. The number of girls attending boys’ schools fell from 811 to 248. 
It is satisfactory to note that 1,663 children of the aboriginal races attended 
against 1,495 the previous year. The payment-by-result system is now in force 
excepting in Athgurh, Tigiria, Athmalik, Boad, Daspalla, Kbandpara and Naya- 
gurh, where the schools now existing are entirely supported by the people. 
Aso portunity offers, the Chiefs of these States should be advised to assist 
in the education of their people. The total expenditure of the year on educa- 
tion amounted to Rs. 67,117, of which Rs, 7,796 was paid by Government. 

15. Lostal Communications.—he present arrangements under which the 
Chiefs contribute to the maintenance of post-offices are not altogether satis- 
factory, and are now under the consideration of Government. 

16. Forest Conservancy.—T wo hundred and eighty square miles in area are 
reserved in Angul, Grazing is allowed from June to November in scrub and 
bamboo jungles in localities approved of by the divisional officers. Fees are levied 
for forest produce. The receipts were Rs. 8,882-0-5 and the total expenditure 
Rs. 15,742-0-3. In the Rhondasads the felling of trees for sale has been prohi- 
bited. In Dhenkanal dead and fallen trees are removed and sold, while the cut- 
ting of standing green trees is not allowed, and the Superintendent has under 
consideration the proper conservancy of the forests. In Baramba and Narsingpur 
a house-rate is levied for the privilege of taking firewood and building materials 
from the forests. ‘The question of the management of these forests is under 
consideration. In Mohurbhunj the forests are under the direct administration 
of the Manager, and the total demand was Rs. 37,993. The revenue was almost 
doubled during the past year owing partly to revised assessments and partly to 
the duty now levied on tussur. In Athmalik, Khandpuara, Daspalla, Hindole, 
Pal Lehara, Talcher, Nilgiri and Runpur, measures of various kinds have been 
taken to protect the forests.

The Annual Report is submitted by Mr. C. C. Stevens, who was in 
charge of the Chota Nagpore Division throughout the year. With the permis. 
sion of the Lieutenant-Governor he made no tour in the ‘Tributary States, ev 

urt of which he had visited during the two preceding years. The Deputy 
Dommissioner of Singbhoom visited Bonai during his cold-weather tour, where 
he dealt with various complaints by and against the Chief of the State. He 
found the Chief to be extremely Hes weak and the people desirous of British 
rule, which they see to have greatly benefited a portion of the State called the 
Korea Pehat, under our management since 1879. The discontent culminated 
in June last in some serious disturbances among the Gond settlers in Bonai, 
which have been dealt with in separate orders. 

2. Except in Gangpore the rainfall was insufficient and badly distributed, 
and crops were generally under the average. In — of Gangpore the outturn 
of rubbi was good, and the scason was favourable for the cultivation of ce 
cane. Prices rose in Kharsowan; but as the Railway afforded ample e za 
ment, there was no distress. 
_ 3. The general health of the people was fairly good. In Sirgooja 
there were 719 deaths from cholera and 139 from smalJ-pox. In Udaipore 
an outbreak of small-pox is reported to have been stamped out in about two 
months, two vaecinators having been sent to the locality. There were 36,784 
vaccination operations against 24,300 last year. Of this number, 3,598 were 
performed in Changbhakar, where there have never previously been any. 
Cattle-disease was again very prevalent in Sirgooja, wbere 13,799 deaths are 
reported. The Commissioner explains that these donot represent the losses of 
that State alone, as immense herds come up to graze from neighbouring and 
more thickly-populated districts. Even so, the figures are very unsatisfactory, 
and some effort should be made to ascertain the causes of the excessive 
mortality. ‘ 

4. Ifthe figures are accurate, education, which has always been very 
backward, has retrograded during the year under review. The number of 
patshalas has fallen irom 58 to 52, and the number of pupils from 1,530: to 
1,293. The falling off in Seraikella alone is from 23 to 14 patshalas with 629 
pupils as against 875 in 1856-87. No remarks are made in the report on 
this very‘unsatisfactory state of things. ! 

5. Of 2i persons committed to the Sessions, 12 were convicted and 9 
acquitted ; in 186-87 the corresponding figures were 20 convictions and 4 ~ 
acquittals. In one of these cases a man accused an old woman of being @ 
witch and not leaving his family ulone: she replied she would eat him up 
whereupon he struck her with a pestle, killing her. In Sirjooga there were 30° 
extortion cases arin 1 the year before, all committed by a of Lohars 
who systematically levied black-mail. The Commissioner has Satel sentenced 
five members of the gang to terms of imprisonment varying from 1} to 6 y 
In Jushpore thefts increased from 18 cases with 44 persons to 33 cases

RESOLUTION ON THE ADMINISTRATION REPORT OF THE 
CHITTAGONG HILL TRACTS FRONTIER FOR THE 
YEAR 1887-88. 


RESOLUTION. 
POLITICAL. 
Darjeeling, the 17th November 1888, 
Rrav— 
Leiter from the Commissioner of Chittagong, No. 415HT--VI-7, dated the 15th Jane 
1848, forwarding the Report on the Administration of the Chittagong Hill Tracts 
Frontier for the year 1887-83. 

During the past year there were three raids made by the tribes beyond the 
frontier, two of which were more serious than any which have occurred since 
1872. The first was an attempted attack on the village of the widow of a chief 
named Vanoya, on the 27th January 1888, by a party of Northern Howlongs. 
A guard had been posted in the village at the Rani’s request, and as the village 
sentries were on the alert, the enemy retired, killing a villager whom they met 
on their way back. 

2. Thesecond raid was committed on the 8rd February 1888. The camp 
of Lieutenant Stewart, who was employed on survey duty within the Hill 
Tracts district, was attacked by Howsata Shendoos, and he was killed along 
with his two European soldiers anda native sepoy. The camp was taken by 
surprise, and the remainder of the guard appear to have been seized with a 
panic, and to have fled without attempting resistance. 

8. Inthe third case an attack was made on the village of Rowajah 
Prenkyne situated on the Chima Khal, in the south of the Hill Tracts, on the 
15th February 1888, by Southern Shendoos ; 4 men were killed and 2 wounded, 
one of whom hassince died, while 23 persons were carrie] off as captives. 
These raids were committed on the north, centre and south of our line, and 
the Commissioner of Chittagong and the Deputy Commissioner of the Chitta- 
gong Hill Tracts recommended that an expedition should be sent to prevent 
the perpetration of the outrages which, in their opinion, show clearly that the 
memory of the punishment inflicted in 1871-72 had faded from tlte minds of 
the tribes. Failing an expedition, the Commissioner recommended that the 
frontier guards should be considerably strengthened, and at least three new posts 
held in force, The Government of India has since decided against undertaking 
the punishment of these outrages pe fines coming season, but a force of 250 
sepoys has been despatched to the Hill Tracts to act as a reserve. 

: Shae. No durbar was held owing to the disturbed state of the trans-frontier 
ribes, 

5. There has been a great development of the frontier trade owing partly 
to the opening of the Demagri Bazar to thettribes of Northern Howlongs. 3,841 
_ Lushais resorted to the Demagri Bazar against 4,902 during 1886-87. The 

number fell off greatly from June to September, The Deputy Commissioner 
cannot explain the reason, but thinks that possibly it was due to the state 
of the erops.. 


















6. With the exception of Sirthay, all the frontier posts were oce: 
The frontier force performed their arduous duties in a satisfactory ma 
though there was a large number of casualties chiefly under the h 
dischargés and transfers, as the up-country element in the force is rap) 
disappearing and being replaced by hillmen. A sum of Rs, 33,145-6-7 wag 
expended in provisioning the frontier force. The wastage of provisions wag 
excessive, and the Commissioner will ask the District Superintendent of Poligg 
to look more closely after this. 

7. ‘ne coolie corps is not yet a success; the Commissioner’s special 
report on the subject is awaited. All efforts to obtain scouts failed, notwith. 
standing the high wages offered. A cart road from Peshki Surrah to up 
Burkal was commenced ; alsoa portion of the road from Poletye to Pyramid hill, 
The work on the latter was stopped owing to the workmen absconding after the 
raid in which Lieutenant Stewart was killed, and after that only the men of the 
coolie corps could be got to work on it. The same cause interfered with the 
survey of the Ruma and Rangamati road. One party under Captain Shakespear 
proceeded up to Ohipum No. 3, and, after surveying about 21 miles, was recailed 
on the death of Lieutenant Stewart. A second party under Lieutenant Stewart 
surveyed about 20 miles before his death, - 

8. Some of the Lushai Cuiefs, living under the protection of the 
Government at Sirthay, having constantly refused to give coolies for carriage of 
provisions, though they owed large sums to Government on account of advances, 
were warned several times, and as this had no effect, the Deputy Commissioner 
was at last obliged to attach and sell their property for the realization of their 
advances.

Report on the Calcutta Medical Institutions for the year 1887.

‘The Report for the year 1886 and the Resolution recorded on it. 

The year under report was unusually peer in Calcutta. The death- 
yate fell from 26 42 per mille in 1886 to 25°84, the lowest on record during the 
jast twelve — in Howrah the recorded death-rate was 17-55, against 22°63 
in 1886, and in the Suburbs 42°17, against 40°51. There was a decrease in 
mortality in Calcutta under all heads excepting Other causes. 

2, The following table shows the extent to which the public resorted. to 
the hospitals during the past two years :— 
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° Reckonod on cases treated, exclusive of ophthalmic cases, 


3. Compared with the figures of the previous year, the total number of 
in-door patients shows a decrease of 1,296, while the total number of out-door 
patients rose from 240,380 to 241,064. it is remarkable that the total 
attendance at the hospitals was larger during the last two years than in 1884 
and 1885, when the death-rate ancly the general population was much higher, 
showing that the attendance at the hospitals bears no direct relation to the 
death-rate among the general population. The attendance at the hospitals 
has shown a tendency to increase, while the mortality in the town has 
been steadily decreasing. © The Inspector-General also shows that the 
mortality of the population during the years 1856 and 1887 from certain 
diseases, such as fever, diarrhoea and dysentery, does not correspond with the 
hospital attendance due to the same diseases during those years. With a view 
to throwing some light on this matter, he proposes that the death-rate in the 
different localities from which each hospital derives its patients should be 
shown in the mortuary table at the first page of the report. The Lieutenant- 


Governor approves of this proposal. 
A, Of the 263,819 patients treated in the different institutions, 157,269 
were adult males, 41,217 were females, and 65,003 were children. There was a 
large increase in the numberof children treated in the General Hospital, where 
one of the female site his been set apart for them. It is satisfactory to 
notice that out of 381 children treated in this hospital only 17 died. The stutts- 
tics according to race, were 7,540 Europeans, 29,116 Eurasians, 91,975 Mahome- 
dans, 125,663 Hindus, and 9,550 other races. There was aconsiderable falling 
off in the numer of Huropeans who sought relief in the hospituls, probably due 
to tho smaller number of sailors who visited the port. 
_, 2+ The total death rate for all the Caleutta al excluding the Eye 
is er mille, the same asin 1886, and lower than in any other 
faery beh draates in ho Campbell Hopital. dod 
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death-rates are higher than in 1886, they are lower than in any other previous 
year since 1881. ; 

6. The number of admissions from dysentery rose from 1,601. in 1886 to 
1,703, but there were oF 447 deaths, against 455 the year before. There 
were 612 admissions for cholera, which in 341 cases proved fatal. Mortality 
among the European patients treated for this disease was greater in the 
General Hospital than in the Medical College. The Inspector-General remarks 
“that this difference is not likely to be due to any particular mode of treatment, 
but probably to the more virulent character of disease among the class of 
patients admitted into the General Hospital.” The Lieutenant-Governor is glad 
to find that there were no cases of cholera among the patients under treatment. 
in the General Hospital—a result which is attributed by Dr. Birch to the 
precautions adopted to secure the purity of the water and to the establishment 
of a dairy within the college compound for the supply of milk and butter to 
the patients. The decrease in the number of cases of small-pox during the last. 
two years points to the conclusion that the operations of the Vaccination Depart- 
ment have of late been very successful in the town, but the Inspector-General ig 
of opinion that without further experience it is impossible to say whether it is 
due to this cause alone. In order to effect the complete segregation of small- 
pox patients, it has been decided in future to admit such patients only to the 
Campbell Hioapital, and for this purpose sanction has been accorded to tie . 
construction of a separate ward at a cost of Rs. 40,000. The total number of 
cases of enteric fever treated in all the hospitals was 13. Of these, 11 were 
admitted to the Presidency General H oepital. and 2 into the Howrah Hospital, 
Both the cases admitted to the Howrah Hospital and 3 of those admitted to 
the General Hospital proved fatal. The above figures seem to show that 
Calcutta enjoys com tive immunity from this disease, and this, Dr. Hilson 
thinks, may perhaps be attributed to the purity of the gion Cerebro. 
spinal fever shows 4 cases, all fatal, admitted into the Campbell Hospital, and 
13 admissioris with four deaths in the Mayo Hospital. The disease has also 
been present of late years in the Alipore Jail, and deserves special attention. 

7. There were 2,672 admissions to the voluntary lock-hospitals for 
venereal diseases, against 2,113 in 1886. The number of in-door patients 
shows a slight diminution, being 458 against 484 in the previous year. Of 
the total number of in-door patients, 28 were Europeans and 430 natives. 
The total number of admissions for venereal diseases in all the institutions 
was 14,492, against 13,850 in 1886. Of these, 1,494 were Europeans and 
12,798 natives. The Inspector-General Eroprees to abridge and remodel 
the statement showing the number of venereal diseases. He should in future 
submit a separate report on the subject, which is one that can be most con- 
veniently dealt with by itself. 

8. The number of important operations performed during the year was 
1,468, against 1,561 in the previous yeer. Of these, 81 only proved fatal, or | 
50:81 per mille, against 64°07 in 1886. Dr. Hilson’s remarks on the necessity 
of affording Jarger scope to the Assistant Surgeons, both at the Medical College 
Hospital and also at the Campbell Hospital, for performing important opera- 
tions, deserve the careful consideration of the officers in charge of those 
institutidns. The number of surgical operations performed at the Howrah 
Hospital ‘seems to be much below what might be expected at such’a well- 
equipped institution. The Inspector-General notes that in the Chandney 
Dispensary attached to the Mayo Hospital, it is reported that 52 out of 66 
major operations were dislocations. This he refuses to believe, and states he 
has no hesitation in saying that the record of these cases is erroneous. He 
is requested to inquire and report specially on the whole management of 


this ney 
9. In the Eden Hospital, which is devoted entirely to midwifery and 
diseases of women, 1,607 patients were treated during the year, against 1, 

in the previous year. Of these, 946 were Europeans and 661 natives. - 
daily average of both classes was 67°8, against 74°1 in 1886. There 
39 deaths among the Europeans and 58 among the natives, against 2 
respectively in the previous year. The number of confinement es 
was 439, with 25 deaths, against 445 in the previous year, and 
The above figures show a diminution in the number of cases admi 
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jnerease in the number of deaths due to the prevalence of septicemia in the 
hospital, which has caused no less than 15 deaths, Dr. Harvey remarks 
that he believes all precautions to prevent the recurrence of this cauge will be 
fruitless until better arrangements are made for the washing of soiled bedding 
and linen. The erection of a steam laundry has been sanctioned with a view 
to providing the requisite arrangements. 

10. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to find that the nurses employed 
in the hospitals continue to afford satisfaction, and that the superintendence 
exercised by the ladies of the Clewer Sisterhood is recognized in the reports of 
the medical officers of the different institutions as of the greatest value. The 

¢ Honorary Secretary of the Hospital Nurses’ Institution reported that the nurses 
employed in the Oanning Hospital attended 54 cases of illness, in addition to 
their work at the hospital, and have earned for the institution a sum of 
Ks, 7,011 in fees. The dais also attended nine cases in native families. Two 
assed females of the North-Western Provinces Branch of Lady Dufferin’s Fund 
Kare been sent to the Eden Hospital to be trained in midwifery. 

11. The total invested capital of the institutions rose from Rs. 5,49,300 to 
Ks 5,80,200. The increase appecseins to the Medical College Hospital, Mayo 
Hospital, Ezra Hospital, and the Howrah General Hospital. The total income 
during the year, including opening balance, amounted to Rs. 4,45,839. Of 
this sum, Rs, 2,53,419- were contributed by Government. The total expen- 
diture feli from Ks. 4,837,671 to Rs. 3,99,069. The decrease falls mainly 
under the heads of diet, miscellaneous charges and buildings and repairs. 
Dieting expenses decreased considerably in the Medical, Presidency, and 
Campbell Hospitals, owing to the smaller number of patients. There was also 
a considerable reduction in the miscellaneous charges in the Medical and 
ee Hospitals. Tho increased expenditure on establishment in the Pre- 
sidency Hospital was due to the opening of a contagious diseases ward, and to 
the entertainment of extra establishments for cholera and small-pox cases. 

12, The thanks of the Lieutenant-Governor are due to Dr. Hilson for his 
practical and useful report.

The result of litigation last year was generally more favourable to Govern- . 
ment than in the two previous years, except in Courts of first instance, 
where the falling off is very slight. Of the 56 cases decided against Govern- 
ment in the Courts of first instance, 21 were land acquisition suits, in which 
the Judge uwarded compensation in excess of what liad been offered by 
the Deputy Collectors. Eight out of 13 cases decided against Government in the 
lower appellate courts were also land acquisition cases. The very favourable 
results in the High Court are due to the fact that 99 appeals, preferred by the 
Midnapore khas mehal ryots against the late settlement assessments, were 
dismissed. 

3. The Legal Remembrancer has apparently misunderstood the remarks 
contained in paragraph 2 of last year’s Resolution, in which he was asked to 
submit a special report on two points—(1) the means to be adopted to secure a more 
careful examination of the probabilities of success before engaging in litigation 5 
(2) the possibility of keeping a stricter watch over the pro, of cases when 
instituted.

The largest outstanding balances are against the Burdwan Raj, Dighaputea 
~ .and Tikari Estates, and most of the decrees are said to be outstanding from 
long before the estate came under the Conrt of Wards. The percentage of 
collections is somewhat better than last year, but is still very unsatisiactory. 
The Legal Remembrancer has not reported, as requested in ph 9 of last 
year’s Resolution, on the desirability of paying nazirs and their subordinates a 
‘commission upon realizations. The Board d of Kevenue issued a circular calling 
upon officers to show more energy in the realization of decrees, too late, however, 
to affect, materially the returns for 1887-88. The Legal Remembrancer’s report 
shows that in some instances Collectors allow themselves to be far too easily 
baffled in enforcing Government claims. ;

The Annual Report of the Government Cinchona Plantation and Cinchona Factory in 
Bengal for the year 1887-88. 

The Report is submitted by Mr. Gammie, the acting Superintendent. 

2. The weather during the year under review was favourable for the 
plenting of young cinchona trees. Rain fell abundantly during the months of — 
April and May, and the seedlings, which had been planted out at the best season _ 
of the year, prospered in an unusual degree. pi ae 

The policy of replacing the red bark, or cinchona: febrifage-yielding 
plant, by the Jedgeriana and hybrid varieties, which yield quinine, was steadily 
adhered to: 375,092 trees, chiefly of the former kind, were uprooted for — 
their bark, and 424,200 seedlings of the latter were put out in the plantation, 

8. The numbet of cinchona plants, including the nursery stock, at the — 
Government plantations on the 1st April 1888, was 5,335,504, of which — 
2,182,000 were of the kind known as suceirubra, or red bark, and 2,950,200 were 
hybrid and calisaya ledgeriana, ‘Che crop of the year amounted to 290,410ibs. 
dry bark, of which 221,090Ibs. were red (succirubra), 62,410Ibs. were calisaya, — 
and 6,910Ibs. were hybrid bark. With the exception of 855}1bs., which were — 
supplied to the Medical Department and to the public, all the bark was made — 
over tothe factory as usual. The attempts to naturalize the species of — 
cinchona which yield the hard Carthagena and cuprea barks have hitherto been 
unsuccessful ; but the three new varieties—verde, morada, and zamba morada— 
which were procured from South America and sent out to this country by 
the Secretary of State in 1883, have been cultivated with success. The quality — 
of the bark yielded by these plants is not greatly inferior to that of the — 
calisaya ledgeriana, and the introduction of these varieties is considered to be 
one of the most important and promising experiments which have ever been — 
made at the plantation. ee 

4. The year was marked by the discovery of a process for the manufac. 
ture of sulphate of quinine, which is expected to produce a permanent reduce — 
tion in the price of the article. The details of the method have been published — 
in the Calcutta Gazette, dated. the 28th March 1888, and further experience — 
has confirmed the opinion which was then expressed that by this process quinine — 
can be obtained in a form undistinguishable, either chemically or physically, — 
from the best brands of European manufacture. Va 

5. The outturn of medicine at the factory, which is regulated by 
demand, was 6,916tbs. of ordinary cinchona febrifuge, 1b. of crystalline 
febrifuge, and 331}Ibs. of sulphate of quinine. The issues during the yeor — 
were larger than those in 1886-87 by 2,204}fbs., as will be seen from the — 
following table :—

6. the Lieutenant-Governor has perused this portion of the Com- 
missioners’ report with much satisfaction, and it is a source of unqualified 
gratification to him to know that these results have been attained without 
irritation or friction. The wrangling «4 strife which marked the ear! y days 
of municipal life in Czlcutta have long since passed away, and the relations 
between the Commissioners and their official Chairman are now of the most 
friendly and cordial character. The action of a Municipal Government, as has 
been well said, must address itself to the instincts, intelligence and co-operation 
of the governed and the conciliatory spirit which, for many years past, has 
moulded the poliey of the Calcutta Corporation has amply justified itself, if 
justification were necessary, by the successful record of work done. At tne 
same time Sir Steuart Bayley avails himself of this opportunity of saying, as 
he’ will nt fail to say on all suitable occasions, that the principal value of such a 
retrospect as the Commissioners have now made, is to be found in the strong 
encouragement and inducement it affords them to persevere in the path of 
improvement. While fully acknowledging the importance of the work which 
the Commissioners have accomplished, it is not possible for the Lieutenant- 
Governor to be blind to the magnitmde of the work which has ben left undone 
or only partially done. The arrangements for the drainage of the Town have 
still to be perfected. The water-supply, even after the present exteusions have 
been carried out, will still be insufficient for the needs of the people. The 
removal of refuse and rubbish is fur from complete. The arrangement of 
upper storey privies, of which the present Health Officer gives so graphic a 
description in this year’s report, is deplorably defective. ‘lhe system of sanitary 
inspection, on the improvement of which the Government of India have 
lately laid so much stress, is still very deficient. Schemes for large model 
dairies and an establishment for washing clothes, such as have proved so 
beneficial in Bombay, are in abeyance. ‘The Manicipality has not yet 
identified itself with the completion. of a new large street in any portion 
of the city. Although new squares have been opened out and new roads 
haye been constructed, what has been done is altogether insufficient for the 
requirements.of the metropolis. The structural condition of the city has been 
almost entirely neglected in past days, and there is no department of «municipal 
administration in Caleutta which needs so much attention in the future, 
‘The newCentral Road from the Howrah Bridge to Sealdah, which is now in 
contemplation, is a beneficial scheme which, if carried out, is likely to prove of 
inestimable| advantage, and it is with great regret, therefore, that the Lieute- 
nant-Governor has learnt that the Government of India do not feel themselves 
at liberty to sanction the contribution by the Howrah Bridge Commissioners 
_ of their surplus revenue of two lashs of rupees go as to enable the Corporation to 
meet the initial interest on the loan which it would be necessary to raise to meet 
the cost of the road.

7. Turning now to the work done during the year itself, the Lieute: — 
nant-Governor is pleased to observe the regular attendance of Commissioners . 
both at the General Meetings and at the Committees. and Sub-Committees, 
No less than 14 Commissioners attended more than 50 times, and there are five 
Commissioners who attended 100 times and upwards. No less than.39 Com. , 
missioners attended more than 50 per cent, of the meetings and Committees 
to which they were invited. This degree of interest taken by the Commis. 
sioners in their work is one of the most satisfactory features of municipal 
government in the metropolis, 

8. The total income of the Municipality was Rs. 81,18,625 against 
Rs 30,01,636 in the previous year, and the disbursement Rs. 30,835,567. against 
Rs. 29,96,189. With the sanction of Government, a 5 per cent. loan was raised

Having regard to the amount represented by transfer into new debentures, 

a sum of twelve lakhs only was advertised for by the Commissioners. The 
total amount of tenders was Rs. 37,10,000, of which Rs. 34,15,000 were at and 
above par. Tenders at and above Rs. 101-1 were accepted: the average rate 

of successful tenders was Rs. 101-10-11, and the loan is now quoted at a high 
premium. The Lieutenant-Governor congratulates the Commissioners on this 
aed successful financial position. The total loan liability of the Corporation * 
at the close of the year amounted to Rs. 1,77,79,182. 

9. The expenditure actually incurred under the head of town and 
bustee improvements was Rs. 3,33,416 against Rs. 2,03,244 in the previous 
year; 18 tanks were filled up by the Corporation, and 10 by the owners after 
notice had been served on them. The report furnishes a lucid account of 
the water-works extension scheme, and of the delays which have’ hitherto 
prevented its completion. It is stated that the delay in completing the works 
is solely due to the condition of the money market, and that ever since 
funds Lees been plentiful the works have been pushed on as fast as circum- 
stances admitted. The Lieutenant-Governor cannot, however, accept this 
explanation without some qualification. It was said by Mr. Kimber in his 
evidence before the Sanitary Commission in 1884 that it was possible to 
complete the extension in three working seasons or even less; but this 
period has passed, and the works are still in progress, and it is now ‘sta 
that “by February at latest the Town ought to be enjoying its full supply 
of 16 million gallons properly distributed by the aid of the engines at 
Halliday Street.” His Honour trusts that the steps now being taken will 
ensure the fulfilment of this anticipation without any risk of failure. The 
remaining four millions are intended for the Suburbs, and it will be left for 
the amalgamated Municipality to make‘arrangements for receiving this wi 
In sa ety drainage works, it is reported that the Hastings drainage has been 
com , and that of Bagh Bazar is rapidly approaching completion.

The repo ite Health Officer, a to the’ Commissioners’ 
report, is again a uable paper, and worthy of Dr. Simpson’s high 
reputa an earnest and able sanitarian. The year 1887 was the healthiest 
on record, the mortality being 10,979, or only 25°3 per mille. , Not only 
was the cholera mortality lower than in any year since 1880, but the year was 
‘also marked by a farther fall in the death-rate from fever. The result of 
Dr. Simpson’s investigations is to show that 70 per cent. of the mortality 
from cholera is among the poorer population who live in tiled huts. His 
special report on this disease will prove of the greatest interest to persons 
specially ed in investigating the phenomena of cholera. 
11 e Commissioners report favourably of the working of the executive 
e departmental officers of the Corporation, he collections made by Mr. O. ©. 
Dutt, the able Collector of rates, amounted to Rs. 23,79,122, and exceed 
the amount received by the Municipality in any previous year. ‘The new 
License Officer, Baboo RKomoni Mohun Chatterjee, has begun well both in 
ee the collections and reorganising the department.

Surveyor, Baboo Mahtab Chunder Mullick, whose invidious duties 
him to much hostile and unfair criticism, is highly spoken of as 
enjoying the entire confidence of the Commissioners. Mr. Jones, the Superin- 
tendent of the Market, discharged~ his duties with his usual efficiency. 
Messrs, Wintgens and Dickson, the Assistant Engineers, and Mr. Cooper, 
who is in charge of maintaining roads and sewers, gave satisfaction 
during the year. ‘The resignation of Mr. Turnbull, who had been the valued 
Secretary to the Corporation for thirty years, was referred to in last year’s 
report. The Vice-Chairman, Baboo Gopal Lall Mitter, remained in charge 
of his office throughout the year. The Hon’ble Sir Henry Harrison, the 
Chairman of the Corporation, was on leave for six months. During his absence 
Mr. Cotton officiated as Chairman. 

12. Upon the whole, the Lieutenant-Governor has no doubt that the 
administration of the Town of Calcutta by the present Commissioners, who are 
now about to lay down their office, merits the favourable opinion of Government 
and the commendation of the rate-payers: although the success attained is not 
unqualified, the result is one of wich the Commissioners need not be ashamed : 
although much is still wanting, it must be acknowledged that much has been 
done: in the future it will be more easy to overcome difficulties of which the 
nature of the solution has already been indicated: the defects of system which 
experience has brought to light have been to some extent remedied by recent 
legislation, and with the increased powers which the new law bestows on the 
municipal authorities, it may be anticipated with confidence that the Corpora- 
tion of the amalgamated Town and Suburbs will continue with even greater 
success to discharge the heavier duties and responsibilities which will devolve 
upon it,

In Backergungo there were seven cases attended with loss 
Wife, besides five in which persons were more or less hurt, and where the 
extreme lawlessness prevalent is shown by the fact that 3,511 persons were 
bound down to keep the peace ——— 258 in Mymensingh and the same 
number in Furreedpore ayet the Joint-Magistrate of the district thought it 
‘ gnfficient in an aggravated case of riot attended with loss of life to sentence the 
leader of one of the parties, who was armed with a gun, to one month’s rigorous 
imprisonment and Rs. 200 fine. Apparently the reason for the leniency shown 
in this case was that the accused had kept out of the way for a year. In such 
a case, lapse of time does not diminish the heinousness of a crime, and it is no 
reason for passing a light sentence that the offender has been able for a long 
time to evade capture. It is very desirable that in cases of serious rioting every 
offender should be brought to justice, and the police ought not to be discouraged 
‘to hunt up absconders, as they must be if such light sentences as that just 
noted are inflicted. Another case of apparently inadequate sentence is reporred 
from Ti . In this case there was a riot accompanied with loss of life. The 
principal accused was sentenced to a year’s imprisonment, and his accomplices 
to a montheach. In Manbhoom in a rioting case, in which a man was killed, 
a sentence of fine was considered sufficient. As Mr. Veasey gives no details, 
it is impossible to sa whether or not the sentence was inadequate, but the 
Lieutenant-Governor has called for a further report both in this and in the 
two preceding cases. In the Patna district three cases of rioting resulted in 
loss of life, and in all three cases the jury refused toconvict. ‘The Magistrate 
remarks on this head that the more serious the charge, the more disposed is a 
jury to acquit. The generalization is a sweeping one, but the Lieutenant- 
Geverncs ears that the action of juries in many grave cases affords some 
justification for it. .

Mr. Veaseoy remarks that the °— 
police are in large measure to blame for the very bad results in such cases, — 
and that they are too much in the habit of sending up persons whom they think 
guilty of the offence, regardless of the fact that there is not sufficient legal 
evidence for conviction. Inthe Presidency Division, in Jessoreand Khulna, in 
8 true cases only 9 persons were convicted, while 51 were discharged or acquitted. — 
In Khulna, in three out of five cases men were murdered by relations of women 
whom they had seduced, but not a single conviction was obtained, [n Hastern 
Bengal generally, murders are ag 3 frequently dueto disputes about women. 
In Mymensingh, for instance, Mr. Veasey reports that “a girl was throttled by 
one of three men who had comé to the house at night to beat her ‘father Y 
on account of an intrigue he had with the sister-in-law of one of them, nam 
Sabu. A complication in this case is that Sabu had first revenged bis brother's — 
honour by attempting to outrage Madhu’s wife, and that Madhu had complained d 
against him to zemindar in consequence.

Several murder cases are 
due to husbands kicking their wives for trifling offences. In one case a man

Rajshahye and Chota Nagpore are the only Divisions from which 
cases are returned, and in the’ former Division the apparent increase is « 
plained by the improvement in reporting in the district of Dinagepore, whe 
there had’ been formerly much concealment of the crime. The result of this 
improvement has been an increase of over 50 per cent. in the crime repre 
which has risen from 1,543 to 2,320. Nearly half the cases of cattle-theft, 
115 out of 253, came from this district, where it would appear that this © 
form of crime is closely connected with that of incendiarism, referred toin 4 
paragraph 19. For it is reported thet incendiarism is resorted to by cattle = 
thieves to “‘ intimidate and prevent witnesses coming forward, or complaints _ yh 
being made.” Connected with cattle-stealing is a system of black-mail,» by” or j 
wiies the owner is directed to the spot where his cattle has been taken on = 
paying a consideration. The increase in Chota Nagpore is small, from 2,965 
to 3,107, and is not aceounted for. 

In Patna there has been a further decrease from 12,640 to 12,285, a little 
under the figures for 1883, after which crime began to increase. In Gya the 
number of burglaries has decreased from 2,632 in 1885 to 1,456. Inthis 
district the worst gangs have been broken up, and though it would be Utopian 
to expect professional burglars to reform, yet on coming out of jail they now 
have to form new connections, and a more serious obstacle to their operations 
is that they find they are known and watched. In Sarun, out of 846 burglaries 
206 were reported as without theft. In half of these cases fresh enquiries were 
held, but in 2 cases only was it found that property had been stolen, and in 
these cases the property taken was of very trifling value. Mr. Pughe, the 
District Superintendent there, gives good reasons for his belief that a very 
large proportion of burglaries are and must be unsuccessful. In Monghyr 
credit for a decrease of cattle-theft by 50 per cent. is given to the chowkidars, 
who, as has been remarked ina previous paragraph, are fully utilised by 
Colonel Ramsay, and who have, as Mr. Veasey remarks, far better opportu- 
nities for detection than the police.

. Tux conditions which prevailed in Bengal at the close of the previous week were those 

i north-east, monsoon or cold weather character. These conditions have continued 
almost unaltered in Bengal throughout the week, and beyond the usual slight variations 
and oscillations of pressure, temperature and numidity, there have been no changes to comment 
upon. Almost cloudless skies have prevailed nearly throughott the week, and the whole 
ince has been absolutely rainless for the period. In the Bay conditions became slightly 
Fisturbed from the 17th in tho Andaman Sea, and the disturbance appeared likely at one 
time to give rise to an influential storm. So far as tho land observations show. the squally, 
or more probably stormy, weathor which set in near the Andaman Islands on this date did not 
concentrate to a definite cyclonic storm as is usually the case, but the weather, after remain- 
ing in a very disturbed state for several days, gradually improved ; the slight barometric 
depression which had at first formed also steadily filled up,and the eyclonic circulation of 
winds which had commenced at the coast stations pienppeanee ; while wind velocities, which on 
the 17th and 18th were very high on the Pegu coast, became normal, and on the 22nd weather 
again was of ordinary character in the Bay. ; 
Pressure.—The variations of pressure during the week have been of the ordinary oscil- 
latory character noticeable during fine settled weather. On the 17th there was a slight general 
rise, usually not exceeding one or two hundredths of an inch. For the following three days 
fell steadily, the fall equalling in this period about a tenth of an inch, A more rapid 

rise then set in for the lust three days of the week, which equalled nearly a sixth of an inch, 
and thus neutralized the previous fall. For the whole week the pressure of the entire 


province has been below the normal, the defect usually equalling about 0°03 inch or 00% 
inch 


Temperature.—The variations of temperature during the week have not been large, and 
the general mean temperature has been distinctly below the normal. ‘The defect in the mean 
temperature in East Bengal has equalled no less than 2°3°; while in South-West Bengal 
and North Behar it has been nearly two degrees. In Orissa and in North Bengal the defect 
has been about one degree. In \South Behar and Chutia Nagpur, on the other hand 
temperattirre has been slightly in excess of the normal. Some fairly low minimum or night 
temperatures have been registered during the week, the lowest recorded being 49°5° at 
Purneah and 50:2° at Motilari; the lowest registered at Calcutta was 5% 3° 

Tho variations of the average temperature of the wovk from th- normal ean be seen from 
the following table, where the averaga maximum, minimum and mean temperatures at nine 
typical stations in different districts of the province are given, compared with the normal 
means for the same period. Temperature has been belowthe normal both during the day 
and during the night in almost ail cases except Darjeeling :— ‘

force, except Backergunge, where the Public Works cess ,was levied at full

The gross demand for both cesses was Rs. 92,74,699, of which Ra. 75,835,113 
were collected and Rs. 16,498 remitted, leaving a balance of Rs. 16,98,409 out- 
standing at the close of the year. The Lieutenant-Governor concurs with 
the Board of Revenue that these results are not satisfactory. Since the year 
1882-83 the current demand has increased by Rs. 3,02,335, while the balance 
of arrears outstanding at the end of the year has increased during the same 
period by Rs. 5,39,629. At the same time it is only just to district officers 
to recognise, as the Board have done, that the change in the period of the 
cess year will always affect unfavourably the balances outstanding at the 
close of the year. The latest day of payment is on the 28th of March, only 
three days before the close of the year, and the statutory allowance of 15 
days of grace for cess payments will invariably result in the greater part of the 
payment of cess due in the last quarter of one year being postponed into the next. 
This result ought not to affect the aggregate annual collections each year during 
an average of years, but it must increase the balances at the end of every 
year. It must be remembered also that the two last days of March during 
the past year were close holidays. Even, however, making every allowance 
for these considerations, the collections were indifferent, and in some districts 
it is difficult to avoid the conclusion that this department of work has been 
unduly neglected by the Collectors concerned. Looking to the large balance 
it is not satisfactory to find that the total collections on current deman 
amounted to only 98-9 per cent. the arrear collections on arrear demand to 
only 77:6, and the current collections on current demand to only 81°8. The 
Lieutenant-Governor trusts that in all these respects, and especially in the 
realization of the arrear demand, the collection of the present year will 
show considerable improvement.

It is observed that, with the exception of Midnapore and the 24-Pergun.

But this statement shows clearly that in many districts arrear collections de 
not receive the attention their importance demands. ‘This year, asin 
previous years, the percen of arrear’ collections is lowest in the dis 
- of Burdwan, owing principally to the diffi which is felt in realizing 
demands from rent-free holdings. It is said that a large proportion 
arrears in this district is irrecoverable, cither as barred aes 
senting double assessment. If this is so, no time should be lost in 
the necessary remission and adjusting the demand, A re- 
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Seti has been sanctioned, and it is anticipated that the amalgamation of 
1¢ lakhiraj holdings with the estate or tenure within which they are -ituated 
will greatly facilitate the collection of the arrears in future. At present .the 
collections in this district are very unsatisfactory. In regard to the other 
districts also the Lieutenant-Governor cannot accept the explanation of the 
indifferent-collection as sufficient. Sir Steuart Beptey must again repeat that 
the percentage of arrear collection on arrear demand is the best test of 
successful collections.

It has been reported, in the case of Pooree, that the percentage of collee- 

tions on the arrear demand cannot be relied upon as accurate owing to t 

fact that the accounts have been thrown into confusion by the amlah i 

order to cover their embezzlements. The Lieutenant-Governor observes that 

a full account of the defalcations is promised, and relies on the Commissioner 

and the Board to adopt without delay the necessary measures for clearing up 

the accounts of this district. He regrets to notice that the Cess Department has 

been inefficiently supervised, although the present Collectors are not re- 
sponsible for the neglect, in more than one district of this division. 

6. In the following nine districts the collections on both the current and 

arrear demand exceeded 90° per cent:—Lohardugga, Bogra, Singbhoom, 

’ Darjeeling, Beerbhoom, Mymensing, and Purneah. Of these Lohardugga, 

Manbhoom, and on ey show the best results, the rate of collection 

of the current demand in Lohardugga reaching 100 per cent. 

7.. The number of certificates filed for the recovery of cess arrears during 

the year was 80,179, which, with the 38,05+ pending.on the 81st March 1887, 

ve a total of 113,233 for disposal during the year ‘The number of certi- 

cates disposed of was 82,021, leaving 31,212 pending at the end of March 

1888. The smallest number of certificates (850) was filed in the Chota Nagpore 

Division, and the largest (19,165) in the Burdwan Division. The sale of move- 

able and immoveable property was resorted to in 89,682 cases, but it is 

; reported that actual sales took place only in 563 cases. The number of 

objections filed was 3,508, of which 2,802 were disposed of. In 509 cases the 

certificates wore cancelled and in 416 cases the amount certified was reduced. 

8. The reports which have been received by the Board of Revenue show 
that partial yaluation and re-valuation operations have been completed im the 
districts of Dacca, Ti pperal, Bankoora, Moorshedabad, Khulna, Darjeeling, 
and Pubna. The itions to the valuation of these districts aggregated 
Rs. 6,37,980, and the cess demand was increased by Rs. 38,459.

The Board’s Report on the Administration of the Excise Department for 1887-88. 

In accordance with the instructions contained in paragraph 6 of the — 
Government of India’s letter No. 4417, dated 23rd August 1887, a concise * 
account of the various systems of excise, which are in force in Bengal, has 
been prefixed to this report. Maps have also been inserted for the first time, 
showing the area in which the sudder distillery system is in force, the incidence 
of the total excise revertue, and that of the revenue from country liquor per 
head of the population in each district. 

2. The total revenue from excise during the year thder review exceeded 

penne that of the year 1886-87 by Rs. 7,39,269, or 7°83 

per cent. of the total receipts in that year. Out 

of a gross demand of Rs. 1,08,77,906, Rs. 1,08,62,055, or 99-8 per cent., 

were realized. The increase was distributed over all the exciseable articles 

except rum, bhang, and miscellaneous; but it is mainly due to the rise in 

the receipts from country spirits, ganja, and opium. The following table 

shows the receipts under the different heads as compared with those of 
the preceding year and with the average of the previous five years :—

to Maharajah Krishna Pertap Saiee Bahadur of Hutwa, in the district 
of Sarun, is amongst the number. A figure of Juddha in brosize, costing 
Rs. 75, and an illuminated Pali manuscript, costing Rs, 120, were pur- 
chased from the Museum funcus. A large number of economic products, 
252 tin specimen cases, and 220 strong tin-boxes containing surplus speci- 
mens of economic products, were received from the Government of India. 


In the Ethnological Branch, the most important addition was that of thirty-six ° 


life-sized new models of Indian races. Forty-one specimens of peasant jewellery * 
and fifty other specimens were returned from the Colonial and Indian Exhibition 
in London. The arch formed from the specimens of Indian timbers in the late 
Bengal Economic Museum, aud exhibited in the London Indo-Colonial Exhibition, 
has since been returned, and the timbers will now be separated and arranged. 
No addition was made to the “ Industrial Court,” which contains a collection 
of Kuropean manufactures pr'sented to the Government of Bengal by the 
exhibitors at the Calcutta International Exhibition of 1883-84, 

Collections of economic products were sent to’ the Governments of Bombay 
snd the North-Western Provinces, to the Administrations of Burma and 
the Centra! I) ovinces, to the Australian Colonies of Victoria, New South Wales, 
South Australia, and d’asmania, and to the Government of Russia. 

The Lieutenant-Governor notices with pleasure that the Trustees are 
in communication with gentiemen in Europe and Australia for the purpose 
of obtaining specimens of art manufactures and economic products from those 
countries, and that they have asked the co-operation of the Government of 
Inaia in obtaining a list of wholesale prices of the least known, proaucts in all 


parts of India, It is also noted with satisfaction that the Trustees have arranged . 


for the exhibition and sale, by local dealers, of selected articles of economic 
and art value, in an annexe of the Muscum.

OnsEnvations.— In the above correspondence the damage caused by floods 
_ in the districts of Burdwan, Nuddea, Hooghly, Midnapore, and the 24-Per- 
gunnahs from the Bhaghirathi, Adjai, Damooda, Darkesur, Selye, Cossye acd 
Rasulpore rivers and their affluents during the last rains has again been 
brought very vividly to the notice of Government. The injury and distress 
caused by these floods has excited much sympathy and public interest, and it 
seems desirable to take this opportunity of bringing together, in connection with 
three of the most important of these flood questions, the facts and consider- 
ations which have influenced the Government in their treatment of them, and 
at the same time to correct some prevalent misapprehensions as to the nature 
of the problems involved in the erection and maintenance of embankments and 
as to their permanent effect in providing for the security of the country supposed 
to be protected by them. It will be seen that the questidn is a much larger 
one than that of the mere repair or renewal of embankments, as appears to be 
frequently supposed. ie 
2. Perhaps the best way to do this will be to explain first of all what 
would be the result were nature left to herself as regards these floods, 
and what is apparently the result when she is interfered witn, and then to take 
the typical cases referrvd to and review briefly how matters stand as regards 
the floods of the Damooda, the Coosye and Selye, and the Rasulpore, and show 
how far investigations have been carried, what remedies have been proposed, and 
‘what is being done or proposed to be done to obtain a solution of the difficulties. 
8. All the rivers in this part of Bengal are more or less heavily iaden 
with silt and sand whilst in flood, and in the ordinary course of nature they 
would, by overflowing in shallow ee ne streams at numerous points 
. along their course as the flood topped the natural banks, deposit this mixed 
finer sand and silt over the country, and thus gradually and beneficially raise it; 
whilst they would be at the same time very gradually raising their own beds by 
the deposit, more or less evenly, along their courses of the coarser sand which 
‘carried forward in their own channels. But when by parallel embank- 
ments a river is prevented from overflowing, the effect is to force it to carry all wis 
the silt and sand down its own channels: this state of things tends to the silt

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larger quantity of the sand and silt in suspension is deposited ‘in the channel oe 
itself. ‘This necessitates a further raising and strengthening of the embank- 
ments confining the floods, whilst the river-bed, and with it the flood-level, con- — 
tinues to tise. And thus the fight is maintained until eventually not only the 
flood-ievel, but the bed of the river itself, is above the level of the country 
protected by the embankments. It is not) difficult to understand, when this 
stage is reached, how terrible must be the result should a breach occt@} during 
a high flood in these greatly raised embankments, and the water flow ovér 
the country not in a gently-flowing shallow stream of perhaps two or three feet ‘ 
depth, depositing fertilising silt everywhere, but in a devastating flood, several 
feet in depth, overwhelming what has now become, in comparison with the 
river, a low-lying country, causing loss of life by its suddenness and violence, 
destroying crops by“its depth and erosive action, and injuring land by deposit- 
ing over large areas a stratum of unculturable sand—unculturable at any rate i 
until other more moderate floods have in their turn covered the sand with a 
deposit of silt.

I am desired by the deutenant-Governor to acknowlodge the receipt of your 
letter No, 110, dated 19th December last, on the subject of a breach in the 
Janculi embankment on the right bank of the Damooda, and the damage caused 
by the spill of flood-water at and near that place, and in reply to make tio 
following remarks, 

2. As noted in your letter, the restoration of the embankmonta on that 
hank of the river has been provounced objectionable by the Engineers who have 
thoroughly investigated the question, but it will be well here to explain briefly 

. the reasons for this objection. 

From calculations of the slope of bed and of the waterway of the river, it ia 
known that the total possible discharge between the embankments below the 
great bend of the river east of Burdwan is kepprenisnataly) 150,000 cubic feet 
i second, while the volume brought down by the river during a heavy flood is 
about 350,000 cubic fect, and there is consequently a total spill over the bank 


of about two lakhs of cubic foet per second escaping at various points beluw 
Sungatghola (a few miles a ove and on the opposite side to Joojooty). 

It is quite clear, then, closing the breaches at and below this point with 
anything like really effective embankments would only cause worse and 
pomibly more disastrous breaches lower down. The water cannot be kept 
within bank or embankment limits down to the mouth of the river. It was 
to reduce the average depth of the flood passing over the country that the 
removal of 20 miles of ombankments was ordered in 1856~ 59, and the same 
argument is equally valid now, 

%. Turning next to your*uggestion to provide outlet channels, you will see 
that this would involve the construction of a new river capable of carrying 
in extreme flood 200,000 cubic feet per second, or larger than tho actually 
existing channel of the Dumooda ituelf. To prevent the risk of an excess of 
water passing down this channel, and tosend the roquired amount down it to 
relieve the Damooda, a very extensive regulator would be necessary .at the 
bifurcation, and the new channel must be carried down to the Hooghly, as 
neithor the Jamoocda itself lower down, nor the E in, could 
® a iditional volume; the new channel or river would therefore have to 
be ¢ 60 miles in length. ‘ 

All this would involve an outlay in work and Jand which it is not worth 
while attempting to estimate, and it must be recollected that in the case of any 

rtially remedial meusures, there would certainly in some year or years bo 
oss caused where there ix none now, or where it cannot be laid to the charge 
of any specitic, work. As soon as ever there was an excuse for any 
Government channel, or embankment, or want of embankment, d for 
compensation would pour in, «und it is impossible to guess even what Govern- 
ment might be compelled to pay on this account, 

4. Itis not denied that the existing tloods cause some damage, nor is it 
argued that such a spill as i+ under consideration ever ocours without in some 
cases serious flooding and loss of crop, but the floods are not wholly detrimental, 
The flow of water is in some years and in’some places such wa to drown or even 
wash away portions of the crops; but if this occurs early in the » & second 
crop ix successfully grown, and in any case a large quantity of fertilizing wilt is 
spread over tiles of country beyond the special tracts in which devastating floods 
are now complained of, and » gradual and very important und beneficial raising 
of the level of the country is in progress, 

5. On a full consideration of ail the facts of the case, the Lioutenant 
Governor is of opinion that it ie more than doubtful whether any practicable 
moensures in direction of partial remedy of the flooding complained of would 
not result in more barm than good ; that nothing at all could be done excopt at 

reat , for which there would be no return, while the entire ofttigy would 

ve to be borne by Government ; and that it is certain that any works executed 
would undonbtedly give rise to complaints elsewhere quite as loud as these 
nov made and possibly more valid.
